However some 
members who had voted for pas- 
sage put themselves on record as 
opposing the bill when they found 
it did not have enough votes to 
pass. 

Speaker Takes Floor. 

Speaker Harris took the floor 
ay after Grayson made his mo- 

on. 

“Ordinarily when a fight is over 
I am inclined to forget it and to 
make no effort for a renewal,” 
the speaker said. “However, in 
the case of this bill I am of the 
opinion that the house should vote 
a reconsideration. I say so for the 
following reasons: 

“Yesterday the proponents. of 
this bill at one time had as many 
as 99 votes and only lacked four 
of passing the bill. On the final 
roll call it differed for the rea- 
son that seven members of this 
house openly stated that they were 
either changing their votes or 
voting ‘No’ after the final count 
and after they saw that the bill 
would not pass. Then again, there 
were more than four members ab- 
sent from yesterday’s proceedings 
who I know would have voted 
for the bill could they have been 
present. And, again on yesterday 
morning during the voting nu- 
merous rumors were afloat in the 
house as to the position and atti- 
tude of the Governor of this state 
which, in my opinion, had some 
effect upon the result of the 
voting. 

Governor’s Position. 

“T have reassured myself as to 
the position of the Governor and 
have his permission to reassure 
you again as to his position upon 
this bill. He has publicly stated 
on several occasions that the le- 
galizing and taxing of liquor was 
not an issue in his campaign for 
Governor and that no reference 
was made to the question in the 
Macon platform. Consequently, 
he has stated that in view of these 
facts it was a matter to be 
determined by the general as- 
sembly and that he would sign any 
revenue bill which the general as- 
sembly might pass and send to 
him.. He has neither aided in the 
passage nor the defeat of this bill 
and, after having first talked with 
him, I can say to you that if you 
think this bill should pass that 
you should have no hesitancy in 
voting for its passage for fear that 
the chief executive of this state 
will veto the bill. If it is passed 
it will be signed by the chief ex- 
ecutive. 

“In conclusion let me say, and 
it is my opinion, that we should 
finance the program that we as 
parts of the present administration 
have initiated. In my appearance 
here on a former occasion during 
this Session I stated that as a last 
resort we could get along with the 
beer tax and the stabilization bill. 
However, this would involve the 
trimming of appropriations made 
by the general assembly and not 
any of us wish to see this happen. 

To Aid Situation. 

“Then again, this bill will, in 
my opinion, together with the 
post roads program and the put- 
ting of some more mileage on the 
state highway system, take care of 
the situation in which the county 
governments find themselves. This 
bill provides for the additional re- 
duction of the state ad valorem 
from five to three mills and au- 
thorizes the county commissioners 
of each county to levy two more 
mills and to have the benefit of 
two more mills tax without in- 
creasing the total ad valorem rate. 

“And last let me say this, that 
I am of the opinion that of the 
sources of revenue available to us 
that liquor should be taxed first 
and before we tax anything else.”

Members of the two firms—Sans 
Souci wholesale distributors and 
Hewitt & McHan—the Herald 
said, confirmed the closing of their 
places by federal agents, but de- 
clined further comment.

The bill is designed 
to offset losses to receivers and 
collectors because of personal 
property and homestead exemp- 
tions. 

Under the bill*the fees and 
commissions on all net digests 
would be:

$12,000 to $18,000, 3 per cent: 
$18,00 to $26,000, 2 1-2 per cent;

This schedule of fees would be 
effective as of January 1, 1938.

SAFETY IN THE AIR 

Two great ships of the air have been fea- 
tured in the news stories of two consecutive 
days. One, a transport plane, carried ten to 
death when it crashed into snow-covered 
mountains of the far west. 

The second, a giant Samoan clipper, met 
disaster on the waters of the Pacific, far from 
land. This vessel carried a crew of seven to 
death. 

By the nature of human reaction, such trag- 

edies as these attract attention of the entire 
world, while the daily successful flights of hun- 
dreds of other planes pass practically unno- 
ticed. This is inevitable. The very fact that 
accidents of the air are today comparatively 
few, makes them of greater news interest when 
they do occur. And humanity, unfortunately, 
is still more impressed by tragedy than by 
safety. 
Yet, despite these recent crashes, the air is 
still one of the safest modes of modern travel. 
It rivals, if it does not surpass, any other form 
of transportation on a comparison of the ratio 
of fatality to the number of passengers car- 
ried and the miles traveled. 

It is far safer than modern automobile 
travel. There is no comparison between the 
two. The passenger traveling the air lanes is 
in far greater safety than the travelers on the 
highways of the land. 

Aviation, despite the occasional tragic story 
that must be told, is steadily advancing and 
improving. As the years pass, new lanes of 
air travel will be opened and the travelers who 
use this rapid, easy, comparatively safe mode 
of transportation will continue to multiply. 

Atlanta, the aviation hub of the southeast, 
is particularly interested in the development of 
air transport. And Atlantans should remember 
that the factor of safety is not affected by 
the occasional crash, # is the routine flights, 
the steady maintenance of schedule by the 
efficient, trim ships of the air that land and 
take off, by dozens daily, from Candler Field 
that tell the true story of modern aviation and 
its safety.

A BANK STATEMENT 

In 1921 the National City Bank of Rome, 
Ga., published in newspaper advertisements a 
new type of “bank statement.” It was a state- 
ment of policy, instead of the customary sta- 
tistics on financial standing. 

That policy dealt with the bank’s rules for 
the extension of credit to farmers. It was orig- 
inated by John M. Graham, president. It has 
been published annually by the Rome bank 
ever since. It has attracted attention through- 
out the nation and has been reproduced, not 
only all over the cotton belt, but in magazines 
and newspapers in the*®east and middle west. 
In 1930 the Georgia Bankers’ Association 
adopted it as the farm credit plan for banks 
of the entire state. 

Summarized the statement is to the effect 
that the bank will extend its credit only to 
those farmers who are careful to grow ample 
food and feed crops to fill all their needs. This, 
the bank states, is the only sound farming 
program. It points out that henceforth the 
necessities which have been purchased with 
the proceeds of cotton, must be grown on the 
farms. : 

“We are not interested in making loans,” 
Says the statement, “no matter how good the 
Security, if we think the funds derived from 
such loans are going to be used in a way that 
will require us to realize on the security 
pledged.” 

Diversification of southern farming jis an 
old doctrine, its verity so well proved that for 
years no one has disputed its value. It remain- 
ed for the Rome bank and its president, Mr. 
Graham, however, to point the way by which 
bankers could encourage this desirable farm- 
ing practice. That bank doctrine has, as seen, 
spread during the 17 years since the first ad- 
vertisement appeared. 

Today it is just as true and just as vital. 
The farmer who does not raise, on his own 
acres, sufficient food and feed crops to feed 
his ‘family, his employes and his stock, is in- 
viting disaster. 

Regardless of the form in which the pend- 
ing farm bill finally emerges from congress, it 
would be better for any farmer to refuse all 
federal benefit payments, rather than agree 
to such a fiat as that in the Boileau amend- 
ment to the house bill, which ordains that he 
Shall not use his acres taken out of cotton 
for the growing of feed crops or the raising 


of livestock or poultry products for sale on the 


open market.

NEOPRENE—BETTER THAN RUBBER 


For many years chemists of the world have 
endeavored to make a satisfactory synthetic 
rubber. Because of the essential nature of this 
product in modern civilization, coupled with 
the fact that several important industrial na- 
tions, including the United States, de not own 
land suitable for the production of natural 
rubber, the search for imitation rubber that 
could take its place satisfactorily has long 
been regarded as one of the most urgent chem- 
ical problems. 

Now American chemists announce “neo- 
prene,” a manufactured substance like rubber, 
which, although its cost per pound is greater, 
is claimed to be more economical than natural 
rubber because of its greater ability to resist 
severe service conditions. It is stated that the 
discovery of neoprene gives assurance that, in 
event of national emergency, the United States 


would not be dependent upon foreign sources - 


for its supply of rubber. 

Neoprene is made from four plentiful raw 
materials, limestone, coal, salt and water. The 
first step is the manufacture of calcium car- 
bide out of coal and limestone. By the addi- 
tion of water, the calcium carbide gives off 
acetylene gas. The addition of a catalyst to 
the acetylene gas produces another gas known 
to the chemist under the simple name of 
monovinylacetylene. To this is added hydro- 
chloric acid, made from salt, to secure a liquid 
called chloroprene which, through the union 
of its molecules, becomes the _ rubberlike 
neoprene, 

This manufactured substance, it is stated, 
is tough and elastic like natural rubber, but it 
does not deteriorate like rubber when exposed 
to gasoline, oils, chemicals, oxygen, sunlight 
and heat. It is thus better suited for many 
purposes, including gasoline and fuel oil hose, 
printing rollers, electrical cables, acid-resistant 
gloves, etc. Although the original cost is 
greater, the longer life of neoprene makes it 
actually more economical than rubber. 

Thus one more chapter in man’s constant 
effort to fill the gaps of his need, left unsup- 
plied by nature, is successfully written.

WHO’S LOONY NOW?

The orator begins with no more 
sinister purpose than to wow them 
at the next meeting of the sales 
organization or the neighborhood 
improvement league, but it is an 
established fact that in too many 
cases once a man or woman has 
heard the sound of his own voice 
from a flag-draped desk or soap 
box thereafter when he opens his 
lips let no dog bark. As a result, 
the national political conventions 
in this country have become hor- 
rors of incoherent braying and 
mooing, and the process of nomi- 
nating presidential candidates is 
now the most humiliating incident 
in the operation of this democracy.

o Agree an idea which could 
be wholly indorsed by any be- 
liever in freedom, but there is 
something about General Von 
Unruh’s proposal which arouses a 
faint wish to agree. 


The trouble with his suggestion 
is twofold. It would continue to 
suppress all dissenting opinion and 
train the.German nation to admire 
docility toward things which not 
even all the oratory that beats 
against the ears of Americans 
could adequately condemn. And.it 
excepts from its provisions the 
very men, such as Hitler and 
Goebbels, whose silence in times 
past might have saved civilization 
and whose silence, starting now, 
might restore it. 

Yet it is to be doubted that Mr. 
Carnegie or the Advertising Club 
of New York can. improve the 
quality of public address merely 
by subjecting patients to a course 
of hazing or embarrassment. and 
thus teaching them to overcome 
the natural reluctance of the 
normal human critter to bring up 
his voice and let it resound.

Why should not 
science count religion an ally and 
not an enemy in this process of 
civilizing the wild beast in man? 
The churches are concerned espe- 
cially with the cultivation of ethics 
and have proved themselves to. be 
great potentialities for good 
through the 55,000,000 church peo- 
ple in our country.” 

These words from this acknowl- 
edged leader of scientific thought 
will be welcomed by churchmen 
everywhere. Dr. F. R. Moulton, 
secretary of the association, made 
an address at Indianapolis in 
which he voiced a similar attitude 
of sympathetic co-operation with 
the churches in trying to make a 
/ better world. One gathers from 
the press reports of the meeting 
that it was one of the most hopeful 
gatherings of American scientists 
in the history of our young nation. 
Such utterances of great leaders 
of scientific thought take us back 
to the testimonies of such men as 
Faraday, Kelvin and Newton—men 
who reverently pursued truth in 
the assurance that they were 
thinking God’s thoughts after Him.

Stalin Attends Both Houses; 
Machine-Like Precision 
Marks Sessions. 


MOSCOW, Jan. 12.—(P)—Sov- 
iet Russia’s first Red parliament 


with Joseph Stalin as the central) 


figure, conducted its opening ses- 
sion with machine-like precision 
today, electing officers and adopt- 
ing agendas without debate. 

The two houses of the legisla- 
ture, or Supreme Soviet, met at 
different hours, the Soviet of the 
Union ‘holding its session in the 
afternoon and the Soviet of Na- 
tionalities in the evening. 

Stalin attended both meetings. 

The only speech before. the 
Soviet of the Union was made by 
Alexei Bach, 80-year-old white- 
bearded academician, who re- 
minded the deputies the U. S. S. 


R. was “surrounded by enemies

ed with “Long live Stalin. ae 

“We want peace, but if the foe ~~ 
attacks us, woe to him!” he de- ~~ 
clared, precipitating a storm of 
applause. 

A. A. Andreyeff, secretary of 
the central committee.of the Com- 
munist party, was elected presi< 
dent of the Soviet of the Union, 
and Nickolai Shvernik, president 
of the All-Union Trade Unions 
Council, was chosen president of 
the Soviet of Nationalities. 
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sources said he would probably go 
back to the practice of medicine, 
in which he was engaged before 
he entered service at Grady, 
Franklin was delegated to trans- 
mit the board’s decision to Dr.

Periodic reports have been cir- 
culated that Hines would be 
ousted as soon as the new board 
began to function. As medical 
divector he had supervision of the 
professional staffs of the hospital, 
while Franklin as superintendent 
had general supervision over all 
personnel. Friction between the 
two has centered mainly on mat- 
ters of policy, it was said. 

Dr. Hines has been in Atlanta 
for approximately 25. years.

A naval plane from Pago Pago 
started the search. Count von 
Luckner, of war-time German 
submarine fame, also joined the 
hunt with his yacht Sea Devil, out 
of Apia. 

Trippe’s statement said it had 
been “definitely determined” that 
the seven fliers were killed about 
8:30 a. m., as the plane was pre- 
paring to land. 

Trippe stated that the fire was 
of “unknown origin,” incidental to 
the dumping of gasoline. 

Other Pan-American Airways 
officers informally expressed the 
belief that’ the gasoline dump 
valves, located under the plane’s 
high wings, permitted the highly 
explosive fuel to vaporize suffi- 
ciently near the exhaust of the 
engines to cause combustion un- 
der certain favorable atmospheric 
conditions. 

“Captain Musick and his flight 
crew are entirely blameless,” 
Trippe said. 

“Radio reports from the plane 
prove that on this flight as on all 
previous flights he carefully fol- 
lowed the most conservative op- 
erating technique possible. 

“Needless to say, everyone con- 
nected with Pan-American Air- 
ways is grieved beyond expres- 
sion at the untimely fate of Cap- 
tain Musick and his splendid 
crew. At this time, with all de- 
tails unknown, we can only ex- 
press the belief that after a thor- 
ough analysis of the possible 
causes. of the fire, a way will be 
found to prevent a reoccurrence.” 

Trippe said Musick “contribut- 
ed much to American prestige in 
the air.” 

_It was Musick who started the 
big clippers across the Pacific back 
in 1935, to pioneer the world’s 
longest overseas air line. 

Again it was Musick who blazed 
the air trail from the United 
States to New Zealand, in the very 
plane which carried him to death. 

Honolulu fliers recalled that the 
plane arrived there last year, with 
one motor idle due to oil trouble 
such as that which caused the 
plane to turn back here. At that 
time, Musick said the experience 
“proved the value of multi-motor- 
ed planes for transocean service.” 

The trouble quickly was repair- 
ed and Musick went on with his 
pioneering toward New Zealand. 

The clipper was built at the 
Sikorsky plant in Bridgeport, 
Conn., and delivered to Pan Amer- 
ican in Alameda, Cal., February, 
1937, when it became known as 
“Pan American Clipper No. 2.”

Musick and six crew members in 
the South Pacific evidently oc- 
curred before the men knew they 
were in danger. 


Pan-American Airways issued a 
statement indicating Captain 
Musick was performing the usual 
routine method of dumping excess 
gasoline when the fuel became 
ignited and engulfed the 21-ton 
plane in flames, 


The statement: 


“From the most thorough pos- 
sible search of the area conducted 
during the past 20 hours, it is in- 
dicated that -the Pan-Anterican 
survey plane, Samoan Clipper, was 
destroyed by a sudden fire, re- 
sulting from the dumping of sur- 
plus fuel, when preparing for a 
landing at Pago Pago with one of 
its four engines not functioning, 
at approximately 8:30 Tuesday 
morning. 

“Up until the last message was 
received from the aircraft, at 8:27, 
there was no indication that Cap- 
tain Musick anticipated any diffi- 
culty in making such a landing in 
Pago Pago harbor.

TREATMENT OF ANOXIA. 

The electrocardiograph has dem- 
onstrated that regular contractions 
of the heart may continue as long 
as 30 minutes after physiologic 
death has occurred; that is, after 
breathing has ceased. Hence the 
effort to resuscitate must never be 
given up in less than half an hour, 
in any form of aspnyxia, whether 
from drowning, carbon monoxide 
gassing or electric shock. We must 
bear in mind that carbon monox- 
ide is not itself poisonous or in 
any way injurious to the blood or 
the tissues of the body. It merely 
crowds out oxygen, and it is the 
lack of oxygen (anoxia) that kills.

THE MEALS. 

Be smart about your slimming 
and don’t let trifles stand in the 
way of your weight loss. You 
can control your appetite more 
quickly by taking less water with 
your meals, and you can lose 
weight faster by using less salt. 

Probably the only time you 
drink water is with your 
and that is the time you ul 
not drink it. Water at the begin- 
ning of the meal stimulates the 
appetite and when taken at the 
end of the meal stays in the stom- 
ach and distends it. While water 
cannot make you fat, if it is taken 
with food,’ it does increase your 
food capacity. 

Drink all the water you want 
between meals, You should have 
at least eight glasses a day, and 
as much more.as you like. While 
you are reducing, it is important 
to drink plenty of water, for as 
large amounts of fatty tissue are 
broken down water is needed to 
carry off the wastes. 

A good time to drink a glass of 
water is an hour before meals. 
The total amount of liquid at 
mealtime should not exceed eight 
ounces, which is one glass. For 
example, with a meal that in- 
cludes a cup of bouillon and a 
beverage no water should be 
taken. 

Salt is another item which you 
are likely to take too much for 
granted. Are you one of those 
overweights who salt first and 
taste afterwards? Then you are 
overlooking the fact that a low 
salt intake will speed your figure 
program. There is a definite re- 
lation between the absorption of 
salt by the tissues and the reten- 
tion of water, and water reten- 
tion delays the registration — of 
weight loss. 


In a reducing program, water is 
important. 


Salt is a habit which grows on 
one and many confirmed salters 
go so far as to salt bananas, ap- 
ples, grapefruit—in fact, every- 
thing they eat. Use less salt and 
you will acquire a taste for less. 

People who like their food 
highly seasoned ustially also like 
their meals well trimmed. Butter 
slips into the menu at 100 calo- 
ries per pat, and the generous use 
of mayonnaise and French dress- 
ing turns salad into a weight gain- 
ing dish. These “reducers” like 
plenty of gravy—and no half 
lumps of sugar for them! 

When dieting do you tide your- 
self over with in-between-meal 
calories? This sort of program 
doés more harm and less good 
than almost any other, because 
these. extras usually come very 
high in calories—which you for- 


r get to count. 


The easiest way, however, of 
adding more-calories than can be 
subtracted in a reducing diet is to 
have a bedtime snack. Eating at 
night is a difficult habit to break, 
but it is well worth your while. 

You can crowd out your wrong 
habits if you develop enough good 
ones. Learn to taste first, then 
salt, and don’t wash your food 
down with water. Send for the

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Best Cooks Will Follow Rules 


By R CHAMBERS. 

Today’s road to knowledge in 
the art of cooking is a broad, con- 
crete highway compared with the 
narrow, rocky pathway by which 
our grandmothers climbed to 
their hard-earned eminence as 
cooks.’ Their skill was too often 
acquired by the trial-and-error 
method, so costly and discourag- 
ing. “Take a bit of this, and add 
a dash of that. Put it into the 
oven, and trust to luck. Take it 
out and hope for the best.” Of 
course after trying many times 
(and flavoring their failures with 
tears) the more persistent ones 
arrived at success. 

New Ways Are Easier. 

But today’s homemaker has ex- 
act rules to follow. Amounts are 
measured to an 8th of a teaspoon, 


+ temperatures are regulated in de- 


grees Fahrenheit, and time is 
measured to a split second—well, 
almost that exactly! 


In short, a laboratory-like pre- 
cision is the rule in the kitchen 
today in place of haphazard meth- 
ods of the past. But instead of 
making her task harder, these ac- 
curate new ways are easier for 
the homemaker because they are 
simpler to follow. All unneces- 
sary work is eliminated. Stream- 


lined methods as well as stream-|— 


lined furnishings are in style in 
the modern kitchen. 


New Rules for Roasting. 
Take the ways of cooking meat 
for example. When the roast is 
in the oven, no longer does the 
cook take time to baste it every 
few minutes. Instead, she places 
the meat on a rack, fat side up- 
permost, so that the fat as it melts 
does this task for her. The tem- 


perature of her oven is lower} 


(300-350 degrees Fahrenheit) than 
the oven temperature her mother 
used for roasting. She. does not 
cover her roast. She knows that 
it is not necessary to preheat the 
oven for roasting, nor to sear the 
meat, although she may do this— 
either at the beginning or the end 
of the roasting period—if needed 
to give it that temptingly brown 
and crisp exterior. She doesn’t 
sear to “keep in the juices,” be- 
cause she has been taught that 
searing does not do this. .But she 
knows that long roasting at a 
comparatively low oven tempera- 
ture will keep the meat juicy. 

If sHe is truly up-to-date, she 
uses a roast-meat thermometer to 
tell her when her roast is done. 

Simplified Broiling. 

Broiling has been simplified so 
that only one turn is necessary 
when the meat is placed at the 
proper distance, usually 3 inches, 
from the heating element. And 
the good cook of today would not 
think of “boiling” meat. Instead 
she cooks it in water at a simmer- 
ing temperature, just below the 
boiling point. , 

Elaborate meals, of many 
courses, have also been relegated 
to the past. Even for company 
dinners, a smart simplicity is pre- 
ferred. 

The modern ideal in cooking as 
in other phases of homemaking is 
to find the right way and then do 
it in the easiest, most convenient 
fashion. Fussiness is definitely 
out. So, too, are slapdash, care- 
less methods. 

And now here are recipes for 
delicious dishes to add variety to 
your menus. They are not hard to 
prepare and they are sure to win 
the approval of your family. 

Rolled Shoulder Lamb Chops. 

Preheat the broiler and broiler 
pan. Place the chops on the broil- 
er rack, allowing 3 inches between

Ever and anon a maid lighted sparklers and 
hung them on the tree. It was all very exciting and all 
very well done because the lady who conducts the pen- 
sion made everyone welcome, making the speech three 
times, once in Danish, once in German and once in 


English. She is accomplished. 


There were great flagons of ‘‘juleol,’’ or “Christmas beer”’ 
on the tables and this set the gentleman from the middle west 
busy quaffing the dark brew. 

The first course was a rice dish with an almond 
flavor and in it were three whole almonds. The person 
discovering an almond in his serving was, to the accom- 
panying cheers, to step up and receive a present. Two 
of the Americans discovered almonds and one of the 
children of the German people in Denmark for their 
health, also found one. 

The presents were large Christmas bells filled with Danish 
chocolate. All very nice. . 


IN THE MEANTIME.

Two Recent Killings at Insti- 
tution Laid to Overcrowd.- 
ed Buildings. 


| Conditions at the state insane 
asylum at Milledgeville are a “dis- 
grace to the state of Georgia,” Ar- 
thur Lucas, chairman of the State 
Board of Public Welfare, wrote 
Governor Rivers yesterday. 

The board chairman laid two re- 


cent killings at the institution to 
the overcrowded buildings. 

Senator Howard Ennis, of Bald- 
‘win county, declared .he will take 
the matter before the senate dur- 
ing the present session in an ef- 
fort to effect better living condi- 
tions for the patients. 

Comprehensive Survey. 

Lucas, it was said, directed his 
fletter to the Governor after a com- 
prehensive survey of the buildings 
at the state institution. He de- 
clared conditions are unsanitary 
and unsafe for the thousands of 
patients from every county in the 
state. 

“It is my information that some 
time ago one patient killed an- 
other by immersing her in scald- 
ing water,” the board chairman 
asserted. He pointed out provision 
of a simple thermostatic heat con- 
trol would have prevented the 
killing. 

In the other instance, he said, 
one patient killed another with 
hands and teeth when the two 
were placed in the same room for 
the night because the hospital was 
overcrowded. He did not give the 
mames of either the dead persons 

or the killers. 

- Luucas absolved Dr. John W. 
Oden, head of the institution, and 
the hospital staff from blame, 
since they are doing all they can, 
under the circumstances, to keep 
the buildings clean and to pre- 
vent violence. The board chairman 
asserted it is beyond their power 
to cope with conditions when the 
buildings are “falling down and 
the floors are filled with holes.” 
He said there were neither ade- 
quate toilet facilities nor baths. 
Calls for Aid. 

He called on the welfare board 
and the Governor to aid in every 
way possible in obtaining new and 
adequate housing facilities at the 
state institution, or else bear the 
consequence of some major disas- 
ter, such as fire or an epidemic 
of disease. 

“This is in no way exaggerated,” 
Lucas wrote. “It is done in the 
belief that the most serious re- 
sponsibility of the welfare board 
is to force the issue so that con- 
ditions may be remedied.”

For some days the trend of fi-| 


nancial and political affairs in 
France has taken a turn for the 
worse. All probabilities are that 
the common sense and patriotism 
of the mass of the nation will 
finally prevail and impose con- 
ciliatory solutions, but, for the 
present, a crisis can hardly be 
avoided. 

The first factor to be reckoned 
with is the new flight abroad of 
French capital. It began a week 
ago and became more accelerated 
last Monday and Tuesday, when, 
it is reported, nearly 1,000,000,000 
francs were converted into for- 
eign currencies, Today a premium 
of nearly 50 per cent had to be 
paid on forward buying of ster- 
ling and dollars. 

Hope Entertained. 

For some months, especially 
since the Radical-Socialist Camille 
Chautemps, of moderate leanings, 
succeeded the Socialist Leon Blum 
as premier, and in place of the 
latter assumed leadership of the 
parliamentary majority of the so-
